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BASIC -ABSTRACT: 

The slotted zones of stator and rotor (1,2) are made of corrugated 
ferromagnetic strip, separated by airgap (3) . Each of the teeth of 
the stator and rotor consists of elements (4) of magnetic strip. The 
teeth are connected by lengths (5) of the strip. The edges of the 
strip forming the stator that face the slot are rounded-off. 
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The eddy - current losses in the teeth can be reduced by also rounding 
off the edges of the strip opposite to the slots. The rounded edges 
can then be covered with a layer of insulating varnish. 



US E / ADVANTAGE - For producing the slotted zones of motors and 
generators. The reliability with which the slots in machines can be 
wound is increased and the energy characteristics of the resulting 
machines is improved by reducing eddy-current losses in the teeth.
